Ing to the Stockton Honsa), wilch looks as grand as
the finest public bulldings at Washingron, and can
accommodate ns many guests as all the watering
pince hotels that were in the whole aountry whién I
was o boy.”

1 have often been told that Cape May has the
fineat beuch on the const, and  aithough my
knowledge of the subject is llmited, I should not
wonder {f this assertion was sabstantially true. The
breakers break beauntifully. While old otean cannot
be headed off or dammed up, 1t 18 at least systemati-
cally and advantageously rounded off here, 80 a8 to
ensure bathers at once safety and a Orst-class
bath on ita well protected and gently siopiog beach, !

A large number of summer guests have alrendy
assembled here, but the preparations for a success-
ful season ‘wre 50 ample that there |8 plenty of
room ‘for thousnnds more, and there 18 no doubt
that they wiil come. It will be dimieult to find such
a combination of attractions at any other watering
place on the continent. The lavish hand of natare
has spread her bounties on every slde, and art, en.
terprise, and industry have wonderfully improved
and utilived them, In the background are cultivated
fields, then elegant cottages, then a cordon of
ptores, restaurants, and hotels, which supply all the
